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DETAILED ACTION 
Dramngs 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the rear end and motor vehicle body 
of claims 1 and 23; the motor vehicle body of claim 12; and the adhesive of claim 32 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheef or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 44. Corrected 
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drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 15, line 2, 
"stanchions" were previously described as "sides". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 10, 21, and 23 objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claims 10 and 21 , on line 2 of each claim "shaped" should perhaps be "in shape". 
In claim 23, lines 9 and 10, "members" should be "member". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 8, 11, 19, 22, 26, and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "a polygonal-shaped mating opening" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "a motor vehicle " in lines 3-4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 19 recites the limitation "a polygonal-shaped mating opening" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 26 recites the limitation "a polygonal-shaped mating opening" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 29 recites the limitation "a polygonal-shaped mating opening" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Double Patenting 

7. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 

canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 
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8. Claims 28-30 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claims 25-27. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content 
that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after 
allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claims 1, 6, 11-12, 17, 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by EP 0945330. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 2-4 and claims 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over EP '330 as applied to claims 1 and 12 above in view of Latcau (6,450,276). 

EP '330 lacks the specific material of the carrier member and support bracket. 
Latcau teach a front end module comprised of either metal or plastic.

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have provided the carrier member and support bracket of EP '330 out of a metal or 
plastic material as taught by Latcau in order to provide the carrier assembly with desired physical 
characteristics and properties. 

13. Claims 5 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP '330 
as applied to claims 1 and 12 above in view of Ritchie et al. (6,712,426). 

EP '330 lacks the cross frame mounted to an upper end of the carrier member by 
removable mechanical attachment means. 

Ritchie et al. teach a cross frame attached by mechanical fasteners. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have attached the cross frame by fasteners as taught by Ritchie et al. in order to 
allow the cross frame to be releasably attached for replacement thereof. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

14. Claims 7-10 and 18-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

15. Claims 23 and 28-30 are objected to as containing a minor informality or being a 
substantial duplicate of another pending claim, but would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the minor informality and 37 CFR 1.75. 
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16. Claims 24-25, 27, and 3 1-32 are objected to as being dependent upon an objected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

17. Claims 26 and 29 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
